T h e W ebb bill would p r o h ib it ship­ 
m e n ts of intoxicating liq u o rs from 
one s t a t e to a n o th er when in te n d ed 
to be received or sold In violation of 
th e law of the sta te which t h e ship­ 
m e n t is made. 
F r i e n d s of the 
legislation 
now 
seek to have the house c o n c u r in the 
se n a te bill, which differs fro m the 
bill p assed by the house only iii n u m ­ 
ber. 
S h o u ld that be done t h e bills 
will 
n o t 
be considered 
In 
co n fe r­ 
ence, c u t the bill passed by t h e sen­ 
ate will go to the president for his 
s ig n a tu re. 
The su bstitution of th e W e b b bill 
for t h e Kenyon-Sheppard bill c a m e at 
the close of prolonged d e b a te a n d was 
by vive voce vote, no ro llin g being 
d e m a n d e d . 
S e n a t o r Sheppard d u r in g t h e day 
had failed to get u n a n i m o u s co nsent 
for th e substitution of th e W e b b bill 
for th e bill of which he w as a joint 
a u t h o r. 
Senator Kenyon c o -a u th o r 
of th e s e n ate bill closed t h e debate 
by ask ing th a t the Webb bill be sub­ 
stituted as the order of t h e d a y did 
not perm it the voting on t h e Webb 
bill as an Independent m e a s u r e .. 
The voting was first u.,on th e per­ 
fection of the K e u y o n -S h e p p ard bill. 
By a vote of 61 to 23 t h e sen ate 
agreed to the com m ittee a m e n d m e n t 
adding a section to the bill which 
provided in te rm s that intoxicating 
liquors should 
become s u b j e c t 
to 
state laws upon crossing s t a t e bou n d 
aries. 
Senator

use was defeated

Still hoping that he might attain 
complete 
control 
without 
f u rt h e r 
loss of life or destruction of p ro p er­ 
ty, General Diaz su rprised the capital 
by 
refraining 
from

his 
heavy guns upon the national palace. 
The g o v e r n m e n t’s position lias 
not 
been materially altered since y es ter­ 
day although a few of General Blan- 
quet’s soldiers— not more than 50-0 
— have arriv ed an d a small d e t a c h ­ 
ment of ru ra les has ridden into the 
city. 
The forces of General 
Diaz 
were not m aterially augmented e i t h ­ 
er, but the proximity of the Zapistas 
and the promised early arrival 
of 
rebels from th e state of Vera Cruz, 
appear 
to 
have 
strengthened 
his 
hand. 
War R u m o rs Vague. 
Although alm o s t incomprehensible 
It has been impossible for residents 
of the capital to ascertain the t ru th 
regarding the m ovem ents of a g e n ­ 
eral whom th e governm e nt expects 
to conic to the aid of General H u erta 
the newly ap p o in ted post c o m m a n d ­ 
er. Officially it h as been 
announced 
that both G en era l Blanquet and Gen. 
Angeles are in the city, but this is

There ate still wolves on the steppes 
of Russia mid pretty ferocious ones at 
that, as appears from this story sent 
to a Swedish paper by one of its corre­ 
spondents. who w as traveling a win­ 
ter or two ago through the wastes of 
what was formerly known as Lithu­ 
ania.

Tow ard sunset we emerg­ 
ed from Hip dark pine woods upon the 
steppe, which stretched away in front 
of us as far as the eye could reach. 
Soon the stars made their appear­ 
ance. and the moon rose. 
It was bit 
telly cold, and the snow crackled lie 
neath the runners. 
The horses’ breath 
rose in the air like thick smoke. 
The 
songs and shouts of the Poles died 
away, and profound silence reigned. 
Suddenly one of the horses whinnied, 
then another, and a third shied vio­ 
lently, littering that terrible cry of 
which the horse Is capable only when 
In extreme fear. 
I could see by the 
light #of the moon the shadow* of an 
animal about the size of a dog flitting g 
over the frozen surface of a marsh

from us on one side of the road.

No animal can travel more silently ; jg

a wolf

my gun when a second wolf rose im­ 
mediately in front of the horses with 
crest erect and green, phosphorescent 
eyes. 
At the sam e time points of 
light appeared all over the mere, and 
the howling of the beasts rang out. 
A shot was fired. 
Revolver in hand, 
beseek, one of the Doles, stood ou the 
driving seat of the troika. 
Then from 
the mall 
sleigh

discharged 
both 
barrels of my gun. and a savage howt 
announced that they had taken effect. 
Two of tile most during of our assail­ 
ants lay rolling in the snow. 
• The three Doles kept firing furiously, 
although the attack of the wolves was 
directed more against our sleigh, prob­ 
ably because it was drawn by double 
the number of horses. 
Our driver had 
no other weapon than his loaded whip, 
but with it he dealt tremendous blows. 
The horses struggled madly and tried 
with all their strength to break the 
harness. 
At each shot from my gun 
the wolves scattered, oulv to collect 
again immediately aud renew their at­ 
tack on the horses. 
Suddenly there 
arose a wild yell iadiiud us. 
The three Doles were rolling in the 
snow by tile side of their overturned 
sleigh, 
beseek’a badly driven horses 
had torn themselves loose front the 
troika In their terror, and were career­ 
ing 
wildly

steppe, pursued by some of the wolves. 
They were soon pulled down, and in 
the stillness of the night their death 
screams were terrible.

and there out on the steppe. 
A shot 
rang out, then a volley, succeeded by 
yells of pain. 
A dozen dead wolves 
lay on the ground, and two huge beasts 
actually expired beneath the hoofs of 
tho horses as our rescuers came up in 
their tinkling sleighs 
It was a landed proprietor with his 
servants whose solitary farm lay only 
a couple of versts away. 
None of 
us was dangerously 
wounded. 
The 
wolves had treated the Poles worst, 
for their clothes were nearly torn from 
their bodies 
They were bitten, too. 
but not seriously. 
The following morning our host. Herr 
Stanski, came across the skeletons of 
the three troika horses scarcely half 
a verst from the scene of our Strug 
gle. 
The poor creatures 
were still 
hound tocether with tile h a rn e s s 
What 
our own fate would have been were It 
not for our timely rescue, Is not hard 
to Imagine, 
The thought of It makes 
me shudder to this day.
